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Explanation of Wethods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
aS Appearing in this bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


This bulletin inaugurates wholesale indexes on the base 1935-39 = 100. For 
an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please refer to 
D.b.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion bureau of 
Statistics for tne sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in tne index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.75 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northera has been included. This price 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40 and has necessitated a 
revision in the indexes to August 1950. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time - 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were published 
October 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1951 were announced 
February 1, 1951 and the series revised back to August 1, 1950. 


COST OF LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual ex- 
penditure of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1933 survey 
of Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1950. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in the 
Labour Gazette, November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. A 
farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and Ser- 
vices Used by Farmers. i gt 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocks igs an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations.

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEAES 
For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 


bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.75 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northern has been included. This price 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1449, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to fermers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were publishea 
October 17, 12950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1351 were announced 
February 1, ivs5l ana the series revised back to August 1, 1990.

COST OF LIVING INDEXES 

The Dominion Cost~of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 100 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted 1n accordance with its importence in the averayve annual ex- 
penditure of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey 
of Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was publishea as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1950. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in the 
Labour Gazette, November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. A 
farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 
Services Used by Farmers.

SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocxs are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Incividual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors! Iaaex of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations.

EXPLANATORY NOTE RE ERRATA ON PAGE 26 


The livestock index has been revised back to 1935. The index is now weighted 
according to the average of 1930-1353 sales of farm marketings whereas the series 
as initially published was based on sales at stocayards only. The revision of the 
livestock index in turn has meant revisions in (1) the total animal products series; 
(2) the composite wholesale index ana (5) the index of raw and partly manufactured 
products. These correcteu figures are show on page 26. Final indexes are also 
shown for the fishery series for the periog 1942-1943.

WHOLESALE PRICK INDEXES 

For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 

are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.88 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northern has been included. This price 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Hoard. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were publishea 
October 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1351 were announced 
February 1, ivol ana the series revised back to August 1, 1900.

COST OF LIVING INDEXES 

The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 1loO commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importence in the average annual ex- 
penditure of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey 
of Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present

farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 

Services Used by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocxs are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Incividual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors’ Inaex of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily guotetions.

It is available trom the Dominion 
bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently usec in these indexes 

are the initial ; payments tor Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. Beginning in August 1900 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northern has been included. This price 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1¥4¥, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to fermers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were publishea 
October 17, 1250 ana indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1351 were announced 
February 1, 1vol ana the series revised bac«x to August 1, 19950. 


COST OF LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 100 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importence in the averave annual ex- 
penditure of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1936 survey 
of Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was publishea as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951, It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further deteil on methods of construction appeared in the 
Labour Gazette, November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. A 
farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 
Services Used by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocxs are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Inaividual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' [auex ot 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotetions. 
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Ne Be - With the exception of the Saint John's cost-of-living index which 
is shown separately, the prices and price indexes contained in 
this bulletin do not yet include data covering Newfoundland.

Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 

are the initial payments for Manitoba l, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northern has been included. This price 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. fFarticipation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were published 
Cctober 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1951 were announced 
February 1, 1951 and the series revised back to August 1, 1950. 


CCST OF LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Hach commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual exe 
penditure of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey 
of Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in the 
Labour Gazette, November, 1546, reprints of which are available upon request. A 
farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 
Services Used by Farmers. a , = ae 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 

Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each years The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations.

lanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICH INDEXES 


For an explenation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Betwocon August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for | 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northern has been included. This price 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced, Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were published 
October 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1951 were announced 
February 1, 1951 and the series revised back to August 1, 1950. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earner families, Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, 
at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or suppliers, 
covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price average is weighted 
in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the urban wage- 
earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and Expendi- 
ture in Canada, The complete weighting system at present in use was published as a 
supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will.be mailed 
by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946, re- 
prints of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears 


thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year, The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations. 
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N. B. - With the exception of the Saint John's cost-of-living index which 
is shown separately, the prices and price indexes contained in 
this bulletin do not yet include data covering Newfoundland,

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explenation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced, Betwocn August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No. 1 Manitoba Northern has been included. This price — 
was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from ol. 40. The initial payment 
for the crop year beginning August 1, 1951. was $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board, Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced, Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were published 
October 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 1949 to July, 7 
1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1951 were announced 
February 1, 1951 and the series revised back to August 1, 1950. 


COST-OF=LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtaine 
at the first of each month, directly from reteil and service outlets or suppliers, 
covering 150 commodities entering the index, Each commodity price average is weighted) 
in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the urban wages) 

earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and k 
ture in Canada. The complete weighting system at present in use was published as a 
supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be mailed) 
by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946, 
prints of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears 
thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES i 
| 

Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and | 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto hi 
exchanges. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of in- 
terest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstending in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The @ 
Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations.

Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced, Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No.1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No, 1 Manitoba Northern has been included, This 
price was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40. The initial 
payment for the crop year beginning August 1, 1951 was $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that 
time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included 
whenever thay are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were 
published October 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 
1949 to July, 1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1951 
were announced February 1, 1951 and the series revised back to August 1, 1950. 


COST-~OF -LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of=-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families, Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers , covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expendi~ 
ture of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of 
Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in 
the Labour Gazette,November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. 

A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 
Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto ex-= 
changes. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest 
to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. In- 
dividual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in January 
of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when new 
series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations, ~

It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy~five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes = The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Par= 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced, Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No.1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. Beginning in August 1950 an initial 
price of $1.60 per bushel for No, 1 Manitoba Northern has been included, This 
price was increased to that figure on February 1, 1951 from $1.40, The initial 
payment for the crop year beginning August 1, 1951 was $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that 
time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included 
whenever thay are announced. Participation payments for the crop year 1949 were 
published October 17, 1950 and indexes revised accordingly for the period August, 
1949 to July, 1950. Increases in initial payments for the crop year 1950 - 1951 
were announced February 1, 1951 and the series revised back to August 1, 1950. 


COST~OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers , covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expendi-~ 
ture of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of 
Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in 
the Labour Gazette,November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. 

A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 
Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto ex-= 
changes. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest 
to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. In- 
dividual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in January 
of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when new 
series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations,

LESALE PRICK INDEXNS 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 4, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes = The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3% Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bvbusnel. Vor tne crop year August 1, 1950 - 
July 31, 1951 the price included was $1.72 per bushel, The initial payment for 
the crop year beginning August 1, 1951 was $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats aid barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that 
tine have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included 
whenever they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were 
announced Sept. 26, 1951 for western oats and barley and Nov. 19, 1951 for western 
wheat, and the series revised accordingly from August, 1950 to July, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Aporoximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expendi- 
ture of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of 
Family Income and #xpenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureav of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in 
the Labour Gazette, November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. 
A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 


Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICHS INDEXES 

Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto ex- 
changes. The indexes are designed to reflect wee.ly and monthly changes, of interest 
to the investor, rather than day-to-day changzes of more speculative interest. In- 
dividual stock prices are weizhted by the nunbver of the shares outstanding in January 
of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when new 
series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocics is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations.

Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLSSALE PRICH INDEXHS 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 4, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes =- The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - 
July 31, 1951 the price included was $1.72 per bushel. The initial payment for 
the crop year beginning August 1, 1951 was $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that 
time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included 
whenever they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were 
announced Sept. 26, 1951 for western oats and barley and Nov. 19, 1951 for western 
wheat, and the series revised accordingly from August, 1950 to July, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expendi- 
ture of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of 
Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in 
the Labour Gazette, November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. 
A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 


services Used by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto ex- 
changes. The indexes are designed to reflect weexly and monthly changes, of interest — 
to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. In- 
dividual stock prices are weizhted by the number of the shares outstanding in January — 
of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when new 
series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors’ Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations.

Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICH INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 4, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices currently used in these indexes 
are the initial payments for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Par- 
ticipation payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced. Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per busnel. For the crop year August l, 1950 - 
July 31, 1951 the price included was $1-85 per bushel. The initial payment for 
the crop year beginning August 1, 1951 was $1.40. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that 
time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included 
whenever they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were 
announced Sept. 26, 1951 for western oats and barley and Nov. 19, 1951 for western 
wheat, and the series revised accordingly from August, 1950 to July, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Hach commodity price 
average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expendi- 
ture of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of 
Family Income and Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present 
in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes, (Monthly) in 
January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of construction appeared in 
the Labour Gazette, November, 1946, reprints of which are available upon request. 
A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in Prices of Commodities and 


Services Used by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
preferred stocks are calculated from data received from the Montreal and Toronto ex- 
changes. The indexes are designed to reflect weexly and monthly changes, of interest 
to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. In- 
dividual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in January 
of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when new 
series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors' Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing prices. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations. 
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is shown separately, the prices and price indexes contained in 
this bulletin do not yet include data covering Newfoundland.

Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S, Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced, Be- 
tween August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No, 1 Manitoba 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel, The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1951 was $1.40. This was increased to $1.60, effective February 1, 1952, 
retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced, Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were announced Sept. 26, 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index, Each commodity price average 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and 
Expenditure in Canada, The complete weighting system at present in use was published 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946 reprints 
of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly 


in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and pre= 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. The indexes 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rather 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are weighted 
by the number of the shares outstanding in January of each year. The list is reviewed 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of declining 
importance are discontinued, ‘The Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the 


ora closing prices, The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quo- 
ations,

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S, Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced. Be- 
tween August 1545 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1951 was $1.40. This was increased to $1.60, effective February 9525 
retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were announced Sept. 26, 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earmer families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index, Each commodity price average 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and 
Expenditure in Canada, The complete weighting system at present in use was published 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946 reprints 
of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly 


in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and pre- 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. The indexes 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rather 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are weighted 
by the numoer of the shares outstanding in January of each year. The list is reviewed 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of declining 
importance are discontinued. The Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the 
Thursday closing prices, The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quo- 
tations. 
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N.B. - With the exception of the Saint John's cost-of-living index which 
is shown separately, the prices and price indexes contained in 
this bulletin do not yet include data covering Newfoundland.

Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 
Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced. Be- 
tween August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1951 was $1.40. This was increased to $1.60, effective February 1, 1952, 
retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were announced Sept. 26, 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August1, 1951. 


COST--OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index, Each commodity price average 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and 
Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present in use was published 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946 reprints 
of which are available upon request, A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly 


in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and pre= 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. The indexes 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rather 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are weighted 
by the number of the shares outstanding in January of each year. The list is reviewed 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of declining 
importance are discontinued, The Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the

Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 


Appearing in this Bulletin 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes ~ The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced. Be- 
tween August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1951 was $1.40. This was increased to $1.60, effective February 1, 1952, 
retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers, Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950~51 were announced Sept. 26, 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index, Each commodity price average 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and 
Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present in use was published 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946 reprints 
of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly 


in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and pre- 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. The indexes 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rather 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are weighted 
by the number of the shares outstanding in January of each year. The list is reviewed 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of declining 
importance are discontinued, The Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced, Be- 
tween August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1951 was $1.40. This was increased to $1.60, effective February 1, 1952, 
retroactive to August 1, 1951- 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers, Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced, Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were announced Sept. 26, 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price average 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and 
Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present in use was published 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946 reprints 
of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly 


in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and pre- 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations, The indexes 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rather 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are weighted 
by the number of the shares outstanding in January of each year. The list is reviewed 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of declining 
importance are discontinued, The Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S, Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced, Be- 
tween August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1951 was $1.40. This was increased to $1.60, effective February 1, 1952, 
retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were announced Sept. 26, 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August1, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon the | 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtained, | 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index, Each commodity price average 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of the 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income and 
Expenditure in Canada, The complete weighting system at present in use was published 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette,November, 1946 reprints 
of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly 


in Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers, 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and pre- 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. The indexes 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rather 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are weighted 
by the number of the shares outstanding in January of each year, The list is reviewed 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of declining 
importance are discontinued, The Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the 


Dre piaigg closing prices, The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quo-

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes - The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Participation 
payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are announced. & 
tween August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba _ 
Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the 
price included was $1.85 per bushel, The initial payment of $1.40 for the crop year 
beginning August 1, 1951 was increased to $1.60 effective February 1, 1952 and retro 
active to August 1, 1951. The initial payment for the crop year beginning August 1, 
1952 was $1.40 per bushel. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that time 
have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included whenever 
they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were announced Sept. 2 
1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial payments for barley for the 
crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retroactive to August 1, 1951. 


COST-OF=LIVING INDEXES 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon th 
living costs of urban wage-earner families. Approximately 60,000 prices are obtaine 
at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service outlets or 
suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index. Each commodity price averag 
is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual expenditure of t 
urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 survey of Family Income 
Expenditure in Canada. The complete weighting system at present in use was publishe 
as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes (Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be 
mailed by the Prices Section of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Fu 
detail on methods of construction appeared in the Labour Gazette, November, 1946 rep 
of which are available upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yea 
in Prices of Commodities and Services Used_by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICES INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, and 
ferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. The ind 
are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the investor, rat 
than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual stock prices are w 
by the number of the shares outstanding in January of each year. The list is review 
completely in January of each year, when new series are introduced and series of dec 
importance are discontinued.

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CONSUMER RICE INDEX @

Canada's new Consumer Price Index which has been constructed to replace 
the Cost-of-Living Index was released October 23rd by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. The new index marsxs the fifth in a series of Canudian rets«il price 
indexes; it is the most comprehensive retuil price index ever constructed for 
Canada. 


While the Consumer rrice Index is an entirely new index constructed from 
post-war expenditure patterns, it serves the sume purpose as the Cost-of-Living 
Index. That is, it measures the uveruge percentage change in retail prices of goods 
and services cought by a large and representative group of Canadian urbun families. 
The change in title has been made to clurify the fact thut the index is 4 measure 
of price change and is not affected by changes in standards of living. 


In a special report entitled "The Consumer Price Index, January 1949 - 
August 1952", the Bureau published an explanation of the construction of the new 
index and a record of its movements from January 1949 to August 1952. This report 
contains detailed information on such aspects of the new index as purpose, family 
coverage, base period, and details of items included as well as their relative 
importunce. It also gives the formula used in calculating the index, outlines 
methods of price collection and explains special features of the new index such as 
the methocs of incorporating seasonal variations in food consumption, and changes 
in the price element of home-ownership costs. 


In publishing the Consumer rrice Index forward from Junuary 1949, the 
Bureau has provided a period of nearly four years for which it is possible to 
compare the movements of the new index with those of the Cost-of-Living Index. In 
order to facilitate such comparisons the Cost-of-Living Index has been converted to 
the base 1949. Since January 1949 the two series have closely parallelled each 
other, the greutest difference being 2.0 points in August 1951. in most instances, 
the two indexes ere less than one point apart. Month-to-month movements in the two 
indexes have been in the same direction except on 4 very few occasions. Such 
differences as have occurred are attributable to the more up-to-date weighting 
system of the Consumer Price Index and other improvements as described in some 
detail in the report published today. For example, the facts that the new series 
contains more fresh fruits and vegetables and that the relative importance of food 
items varies according to seasonal consumption, are partly responsible for these 
differences. 


The Consumer rrice Index for September 1952 of 116.1 compares with the 
Cost-of-Living Index of 186.5 for the same month. The much lower number for the 
Consumer Price Index arises from the fact that the new index relates retail price 
levels to 1949 rather than the average of 1935-39 as does the Cost-of-Living Index. 
it thus measures September 1952 retail prices as 16.1 per cent above such 1949 prices, 
whereas the Cost-of-Living Index indicates that they are 36.5 per cent above 1935- 
1939 retail prices. However, for those wishing to do so, it is a simple matter to 
compare the Consumer Price Index with 1935-1939 prices oy dividing each index number 
by the 1935-1939 averuze for the Consumer rrice Index (62.253)* and multiplying the 
resultant figure by 1CO. This procedure yields a September 1952 incex of 136.5* as 
compared to the Cost-of-Living Index, also of 186.5, for the same month. 


* In D.B.S. Daily Bulletin and rress nelease of October 23, 1952 these figures were 
incorrectly shown as (62.2) und 186.7 respectively. 
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Nineteen forty-nine has been selected as a reference level or base period 
for the Consumer rrice Index for ws variety of reasons. It is the most satisfactory 
post-wur reference year, not only for price index comparisons but also for other 
economic indicators. In addition, prices during 1949 were relutively stable. 
Dating frou the termination of World war II there hus been 4 steady shift of 
interest from pre-war to post-war comparisons in all fields of economic activity. 
Conditions have changed greatly since 1935-1939 and concern with things as they 
existed at thut time has steadily declined. These circumstances are similar to 
those which led to the abandonment of 1900, 1913, and 1926 as base periods. 


The new index is bused on goods end services reported purchased during 
the year ending September 30, 1948 by 1,517 families, representing «11 Cunadian 
families with the following characteristics: 


(a) living in 27 Canadian cities with over 30,000 population 
(b) ranging in size from two adults to two adults with four cnildren 


(c) with annual incomes during the survey year ranging from $1,650 to 


ah, G50. 


To measure the influence of price cnange on the cost of goods and services 
purcnased by such families, tne Consumer rrice Index contuins 225 items, nearly 40 
per cent more than the Cost-of-Living Index. adcoitional items have been determined 
by a purely objective approach to the problem of measuring price movements of goods 
and services purchased by fumilies of the tyye aescrived above. Thus, no attempt 
hes been wade to differentiate between "luxuries" und "necessities". This has led 
to the inclusion of adaitionul items such aus margarine, caxe mix, chicken, lettuce, 
chocolate burs, fur coats, children's clothing, fuel oil, electric iron, lawnmower, 
household help, phonograzh records, and carbonated and alcoholic drinks. Included 
in the Cost-of-Living Index but not siven specific representation in the Consumer 
rrice Index are such items as rice, dried cvéans, prunes, rayon hosiery, coke, wool 
flunnel, oilcloth, and cigars. These ites have been omitted because, on average, 
fumilies cia not report purcnasing tnein in significant amounts. 


Hegulur monthly puodlication of the Consumer rrice Index will commence with 
the October first index to be released early in November. It will first appear in 
the publication, "Price Movements" (formerly titled "Price Movements (rreliminary)") 
which is usually issued about the fourth day of each month. Tne Consumer rrice Index 
and tne Cost-of-Living Index will be pudlished jointly for 4 period of six montas. 
Concurrent release of the two indexes may delay publication beyond the fourth day of 
the month but every effort will be made to publish the figures as promptly as 
possible. For 4 period of some months the city indexes, normally released aodout the 
eleventh of each month in the "Daily bulletin", will continue to be calculated in the 
same manner as the Cost-of-Livinzg Inoex for Canada. 
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Explanation of Methods Used and Additional Sources for Price Series 


Appearing in this Bulletin 
WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 


For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical record please 
refer to D.B.S. Reference Paper No. 24, 1951. It is available from the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Product Indexes = The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices 
currently effective for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Participa- 
tion payments are included and the series revised whenever such figures are 
announced, Between August 1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for 
No. 1 Manitoba Northern was $1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - 
July 31, 1951 the price included was $1.85 per bushel. The initial payment of 
$1.40 for the crop year beginning August 1, 1951 was increased to $1.60 effective 
February 1, 1952 and retroactive to August 1, 1951. The initial payment for the 
crop year beginning August 1, 1952 was $1.40 per bushel. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under control 
of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since that 
time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are included 
whenever they are announced, Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were 
announced Sept. 26, 1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial pay- 
ments for barley for the crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 retro- 
active to August 1, 1951. 


COST-OF-LIVING INDED 


The Dominion Cost-of-Living Index measures the effect of price changes upon 
the living costs of urban wage-earner families, Approximately 60,000 prices are 
obtained, at the first business day of each month, directly from retail and service 
outlets or suppliers, covering 150 commodities entering the index, [ach commodity 
price average is weighted in accordance with its importance in the average annual 
expenditure of the urban wage-earner typical family, as determined by the 1938 
survey of Family Income and Expenditure in Canada, The complete weighting system 
at present in use was published as a supplement to Prices and Price Indexes 
(Monthly) in January, 1951. It will be mailed by the Prices Section of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, upon request. Further detail on methods of cons- 
truction appeared in the Labour Gazette, November, 1946 reprints of which are a- 
vailable upon request. A farm cost-of-living index appears thrice yearly in 
Prices of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers. 


SECURITY PRICE INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common stocks, 
and preferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange quotations. 
The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of interest to the 
investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. Individual 
stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in January of 
each year, The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when new 
series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks is an average of the Thursday closing rrices,. 
The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly average of daily quotations. 
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NOTKS ON PRICE INDEX NUMBERS 3. 


Report Content 


Comnencing with this issue it is planned to include comments on price index 
behaviour as a regular feature of "Prices and Price Indexes", This marks a return to 
textual material which was discontinued during the war, and which it is felt would 
again be of interest to subscribers. Some of the text contained in the bulletin "Price 
Movements", in which the Consumer Price Index is first released, will be repeated, and 
additional analysis will be presented as the behaviour of prices and indexes appears to 
warrant, It is also planned to use this space from time to time to explain various 
features, such as the construction, limitation and uses, of price index numbers con- 
tained in this bulletin. 

September "Prices and Price Indexes" contained tables comparing movements of 
the Cost-of-Living Index and the Consumer Price Index, and provided an historical 
record of the latter series on both the 1949 and 1935-39 base periods. Those are not 
repeated in this issue, Instead, Table 8, "The Consumer Price Index", will be shown 
each month. Table 9, which provides the total and main components of the Cost-of- 
Living Index will be continued for several months, As was previously announced, the 
Cost-of-Living Index will be published for six months beyond the commencement of regular 
monthly publication of the Consumer Price Index which began in November, Thus, the 
last Cost-of-Living Index to be published will be the index for March 2, 1953, to be 
released early in April. 

The present report also contains additional tables not previously included, 
and others have been revised. Table 10 marks the first publication of index components 
of the Consumer Price Index below the level of group indexes, This table will be con- 
tinued, as will Table 13, which provides a record of the series, Price Index Numbers of 
Commodities and Services Used by Farmers. The latter series is calculated three times 
a year and published separately. However, its inclusion in this bulletin consolidates 
into one publication all price indexes compiled by the Prices Section of the Bureau. 
Table 11, "Price Relatives For Specified Foods Included in the Consumer Price Index", 
has been modified by the addition of items contained in the Consumer Price Index and 
not in the Cost-of-Living Index, and the dropping of other items where the reverse 
situation exists, The series provided in this table has been placed on the base 
1949 = 100. 

Wholesale Price Indexes 

The general wholesale price index declined a further 0.5 per cent to 221.0 

between September and October, With one exception (June, 1952) this marked the fif- 


teenth consecutive month of lower levels for this index. Seven of the eight major

groups moved down between September and October, A decrease in animal products of 2,3 
per cent to 233.1 reflected further weakness in livestock prices as well as fresh and 
cured meats, These outweighed firmness for milk and its products, eggs and footwear, 
Further decreases for lead and zine accounted for a drop of 1.1 per cent to 168.1 for 
non-ferrous metals, Other group changes were relatively small. Iron and its products, 
moving against the trend, advanced 1.3 per cent to 221.1 reflecting advances in rolling 
mill products, pig iron and wire, 

Canadian farm product prices at terminal markets declined from 225.5 to 221.3 
between September and October following lower prices for both field and animal pro- 
ducts. Lower livestock prices outweighed increases for eggs, butterfat, and fluid milk 
to reduce the animal products series 2.3 per cent to 263.0. Field products declined 
1,2 per cent to 179.7 reflecting seasonally lower prices for potatoes, 

Residential building material prices have fallen slowly over the past twelve 
months from 290.8 in October 1951 to 284.3 for October of this year. Most of the drop 
has been in relatively few groups, notably lumber, paint and glass, electrical equip- 
ment, and plumbing and heating. In contrast, brick, tile and stone, lath plaster and 
insulation materials, cement, sand and gravel and miscellaneous building materials have 
moved somewhat higher. Between September and October the composite index declined from 
284.6 to 284.3 due to further weakness in lumber, 

The Consumer Price Index 

The October 1 index of 116.0, down 0.1 points from 116.1 at September 2, 
marked the sixth month of a plateau during which the index moved between 115.9 and 
116.1. Between May 1 and October 1, food and clothing prices moved down, but their 
lower levels were counterbalanced by higher indexes for shelter and other commodities 
and services, 

Reverse movements were in evidence between September 2 and October l, as 
over the past six months, both within the major components and between group indexes. 
The decline of 0.1 points followed decreases in food and clothing which overweighed 
increases in the other group indexes. A decrease of 0.6 per cent in the food index 
was the result of substantial declines in the price of meat and potatoes which were 
partially offset by increases among other foods, notably fruits and vegetables. The 
price decreases of the above mentioned foods were also partially offset by reflection 
in the index of normal seasonal increases in their consumption. This factor of vary- 
ing seasonal weights for a large proportion of the total food weight is one of the 
more important differences between the Consumer Price Index and the Cost-of-Living 


Index, and accounts for a substantial part of the differences in their behaviour.

Canadian Farm Products 


The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices currently effective 
for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William, Participation payments are in- 
cluded and the series revised whenever such figures are announced. Between August 
1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No, 1 Manitoba Northern was 
~l.€3 per bushel, For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the price in- 
cluded was #l.&5 per bushel. The initial payment of $1.40 for the crop year be- 
sinning August 1, 1951 was increased to $1.60 effective February 1, 1952 and re- 
troactive to August 1, 1951. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1952 was 1.40 per bushel, 


Commencing August 1, 1949, Western oats and barley were brought under 
control of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since 
that time have been initial payments to farmers, Participation payments are in- 
cluded whenever they are announced, Final payments for the crop year 1950-51 were 
announced September 26, 1951 for western oats and barley. Increases in initial 
payments for barley for the crop year 1951-52 became effective March 1, 1952 re- 
troactive to August 1, 1951.

Consumer Price Index 


Canada's new Consumer Price Index which has been constructed to re- 
place the Cost-of-Living Index was released October 23rd by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, The new index marks the fifth in a series of Canadian retail price 
indexes; it is the most comprehensive retail price index ever constructed for 


Canada, 


While the Consumer Price Index is an entirely new index constructed 
from post-war expenditure patterns, it serves the same purpose as the Cost-of- 
Living Index, That is, it measures the average percentage change in retail prices 
of soods and services bought by a large and representative group of Canadian urban 
families, The change in title has been made to clarify the fact that the index is 
a measure of price change and is not affected by changes in standards of living. 


In a special report entitled "The Consumer Price Index, January 1949 - 


August 1952", the Bureau published an explanation of the construction of the new 
index and a record of its movements from January 1949 to August 1952. This report 
contains detailed information on such aspects of the new index as purpose, family 
coverare, base period, and details of items included as well as their relative 
importance, It also gives the formula used in calculating the index, outlines 
metnods of price collection and explains special features of the new index, such 
as the methods of incorporating seasonal variations in food consumption, and 
changes in the price element of home-ownership costs, 


Nineteen forty-nine has been selected as a reference level or base 
period for the Consumer Price Index for a variety of reasons, It is the most 
satisfactory post-war reference year, not only for price index comparisons, but 


ai 
also for other economic indicators. In addition, prices during 1949 were relatively 
stable. Dating from the termination of World War II there has been a steady shift of 
interest from pre-war to post-war comparisons in all fields of economic activity. 
Conditions have changed greatly since 1935-1939 and concern with things as they 


existed at that time has steadily declined. These circumstances are similar to those 
which led to the abandonment of 1900, 1913, and 1926 as base periods, 


The new index is based on goods and services reported purchased during 
the year ending August 31, 1948 by 1,517 families, representing all Canadian families 
with the following characteristics: (a) living in 27 Canadian cities with over 
30,000 population; (b) ranging in size from two adults to two adults with four chil- 
dren; (c) with annual incomes during the survey year ranging from 41,650 to ¥4,050. 


To measure the influence of price change on the cost of goods and ser- 
vices purchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index contains 225 items, nearly 
4O per cent more than the Cost-of-Living Index. Additional items have been deter- 
mined by a purely objective approach to the problem of measuring price movexents of 
goods and services purcnased by families of the type described above. ‘Thus, no 
attempt has been made to differentiate between "luxuries" and "necessities", This 
has led to the inclusion of additional items such as margarine, cake mix, chicken, 
mettuce, chocolate bars, fur coats, children's clothing, fuel oil, electric iron, 
lawnmower, housenold help, phonograph records, and carbonated and alcoholic drinks, 
Included in the Cost-of-Living Index but not given specific representation in the 
Consumer Price Index are such items as rice, dried beans, prunes, rayon hosiery, 
coke, wool flannel, oilcloth, and cigars. These items have been omittted because, 
on average, families did not report purchasing them in significant amounts. 


City Indexes: Indexes for the nine regional cities will continue to 
be calculated for the next few months on their current bases and weishts, viz. 
August 1939 = 100 for all except St. John's, Newfoundland, which is on tne base 
June 1951 = 100, 


Price Index humbers of Comnodities and Services Used By Farmers 


The Index of Commodities and Services Used by farmers is designed to 
measure the change in retail prices of farm operating costs and farm living costs. 
It is calculated tnrice yearly, vig. - January, April and jugust and is on the base 
1935-39 = 100. for an explanation of methods of construction and an historical 
record please refer to "Price Index Kumbers of Commodities and Services Used by 
Farmers 1913 to 1948 (Hevised 1948)", A special bulletin viving total and group 
index detail is released subsequent to each pricing date. 

SECURITY PRICE INDEXuS 

Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mininz common 
stocks, and preferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchan-e 
quotations. ‘he indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly chanres, of 
interest to tiie investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. ‘The list is reviewed completely in Janu:.ry of each year, wien 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued, ‘rhe 
Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks and the Mining Stocks Index are based on the 
average of tiie Thursday closing prices. ‘The Preferred Stock Index is a montily 
average of daily juotations,

increased 0.1 per cent to 116.1 between October 1 and 
November ] to mark the sixth month of a plateau during which the index has not moved 
more than 0.1 per cent. Only fractional changes were recorded by any of the group 
indexes between October 1 and November 1, with two advancing and three declining. 
Foods showed the largest change in advancing 0.5 per cent to 115.7. Lower prices 
were recorded for grapefruit, beef and lamb, while butter, lard, eggs, oranges, and 
most fresh vegetables advanced in price. Seasonal consumption of fats, eggs, winter 
vegetables and some meats was somewhat higher than during October, while the reverse 
was the case for bananas, lettuce, tomatoes and pre-cooked meats. The clothing index 
declined 0.1 per cent to 109.8 as decreases in men's overcoats and boys! parkas were 
partially offset by slightly higher prices for men's oxfords and women's overshoes, 
Household operation decreased from 116.2 to 115.9 following lower quotations for fuel 
oil, carpets and household textiles. Scattered small increases advanced the index of 
other commodities and services from 116.4 to 116.6. The shelter component moved down 
0.1 per cent to 121.4 as a result of a small decrease in the home-owner replacement 
index, 
COST-OF-LIVING INDEX Between October 1 and November 1 the Cost-of-Living Index

decreased 0.1 per cent from 185.0 to 184.8. 
WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES Wholesale prices were slightly firmer in November as 
~ (1935-1939 = 100) 

indicated by a rise in the general wholesale price index 
from 221.0 for October to 221.9 for November. Only fractional changes were shown by 
any of the major group indexes, with six registering advances while two worked lower. 
Animal products moved up from 233.1 to 235.4 reflecting strength in livestock, notably 
steers, meats, butter, cheese and hides which outweighed decreases in eggs and fishery 
products. Firmer prices for newsprint and woodpulp, which reflected declining strength 


in the Canadian dollar, coupled with an increase in furniture prices, moved the index 


for wood, wood products and paper from 290.8 to 293.4. Higher prices for vegetable 


he 


oils, grains, tea and canned fruits overbalanced decreases in raw leaf tobacco, auto- 
mobile tires and milled feeds. Chemicals and allied products moved from 175.9 to 176.4 
due to firmer quotations for glycerine and tanning materials which overbalanced weak- 
ness in paint materials. Iron and its products changed from 221.1 to 221.2 following 
higher quotations for hardware and wire while advances in building stone and sulphur 
were reflected in an increase in non-metallic minerals from 173.4 to 173.5. In 

fibres, textiles and textile products, lower prices for raw cotton and cotton fabrics 
outweighed strength in raw wool and wool cloth to reduce the group index from 245.6 

to 244.8. The group index for non-ferrous metals declined from 168.1 to 167.6 due to 
continuing declines in lead and zinc. Quotations for gold, silver and tin were 
firmer in this section. Canadian farm product prices at terminal markets moved up 
from 221.3 to 222.9 due to strength in animal products. The index for this latter 
series registered a gain from 263.0 to 266.5 reflecting a firmer tone for livestock 
prices, fowl and raw wool which overbalanced weakness in eggs. Field pruducts declinec 
from 179.7 to 179.2 due mainly to lower prices for raw leaf tobacco. 

The index for residential building materials declined from 284.3 to 283.9 
between October and November largely reflecting lower prices in the paint and glass 
and plumbing and heating sections. In the ‘other materials’ group an increase in 
wire nails advanced the index from 227.4 to 228.8. 

SECURITY PRICE INDEXES Between October and November a moderately firmer tone was 
~ (1935-1939 = 100) 

noted for most security groups except power and traction 
and banks. Indexes for these series declined from 138.1 to 137.6 and from 153.7 to 
152.9 respectively. The composite index for 105 representative common stocks moved 
up from 163.6 to 167.3. In the same interval the index for 82 industrials advanced 
from 164.9 to 169.2 while that for 15 utilities increased from 162.1 to 165.1. Mining 
stock prices recorded a narrowly firmer tone in November also, following the estab- 
lishment of a 1952 low point in the previous month. The composite index for 30 issues 
advanced from 99.1 to 100.8. Both golds and base metals moved higher, an index for 


the former moving from 69.5 to 71.1 while that for the latter stiffened from 166.9

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 
General Wholesale

Canadian Farm Products 


The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices currently effective 
for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Participation payments are in- 
cluded and the series revised whenever such figures are announced, Between August 
1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba Northern was 
$1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the price in- 
cluded was $1.85 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1951 - July 31, 1952 
the price was $1.83 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1952 was $1.40 per bushel. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, western oats and barley were brought under 
control of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since 
that time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are in- 
cluded whenever they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1951-52 were 
announced in October, 1952. 


RETAIL PRICE INDEXES 


Consumer Price Index 


Canada's new Consumer Price Index which has been constructed to re- 
place the Cost-of-Living Index was released October 23rd by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, The new index marks the fifth in a series of Canadian retail price 
indexes; it is the most comprehensive retail price index ever constructed for 
Canada, 


While the Consumer Price Index is an entirely new index constructed 
from post-war expenditure patterns, it serves the same purpose as the Cost-of- 
Living Index, That is, it measures the average percentage change in retail prices 
of goods and services bought by a large and representative group of Canadian urban 
families, The change in title has been made to clarify the fact that the index is 
a measure of price change and is not affected by changes in standards of living. 


In a special report entitled "The Consumer Price Index, January 1949 - 
August 1952", the Bureau published an explanation of the construction of the new 
index and a record of its movements from January 1949 to August 1952. This report 
contains detailed information on such aspects of the new index as purpose, family 
coverage, base period, and details of items included as well as their relative 
importance, It also gives the formula used in calculating the index, outlines 
methods of price collection and explains special features of the new index, such 
as the methods of incorporating seasonal variations in food consumption, and changes 
in the price element of home-ownership costs. 


Nineteen forty-nine has been selected as a reference level or base 
period for the Consumer Price Index for a variety of reasons. It is the most 
satisfactory post-war reference year, not only for price index comparisons, but , 
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also for other economic indicators. In addition, prices during 1949 were relatively 
stable. Dating from the termination of World War II there has been a steady shift of 
_ interest from pre-war to post-war comparisons in all fields of economic activity. 
Conditions have changed greatly since 1935-1939 and concern with things as they 

_ existed at that time has steadily declined. These circumstances are similar to those 
which led to the abandonment of 1900, 1913, and 1926 as base periods. 


The new index is based on goods and services reported purchased during 
the year ending August 31, 1948 by 1,517 families, representing all Canadian families 
with the following characteristics: “ey living in 27 Canadian cities with over 30,000 
population; (b) ranging in size from two adults to two adults with four children; 

(c) with annual incomes during the survey year ranging from $1,650 to $4,050. 


To measure the influence of price change on the cost of goods and ser— 
vices purchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index contains 225 items, nearly 
40 per cent more than the Cost-of-Living Index, Additional items have been deter- 
mined by a purely objective approach to the problem of measuring price movements of 
goods and services purchased by families of the type described above. Thus, no 
attempt has been made to differentiate between "luxuries" and "necessities". This 
has led to the inclusion of additional items such as margarine, cake mix, chicken, 
lettuce, chocolate bars, fur coats, children's clothing, fuel oil, electric iron, 
lawnmower, household help, phonograph records, and carbonated and alcoholic drinks, 
Included in the Cost-of-Living Index but not given specific representation in the 
Consumer Price Index are such items as rice, dried beans, prunes, rayon hosiery, 
coke, wool flannel, oilcloth, and cigars. These items have been omitted because, 
on average, families did not report purchasing them in significant amounts. 


City Indexes: Indexes for the nine regional cities will continue to 

be calculated for the next few months on their current bases and weights, viz. 
August 1939 = 100 for all except St. John's, Newfoundland, which is on the base 
June 1951 = 100. 


Price Index Numbers of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers 


The Index of Commodities and Services used by Farmers is designed to 
measure the change in retail prices of farm operating costs and farm living costs, 
It is calculated thrice yearly, viz. - January, April and August and is on the base 
1935-39 = 100. For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical 
record please refer to "Price Index Numbers of Commodities and Services Used By 
| Farmers 1913 to 1948 (Revised 1948)". A special bulletin giving total and group 
index detail is released subsequent to each pricing date. 


SECURITY PRICE INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common 
stocks, and preferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange 
quotations. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of 
interest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued. The 
_ Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks and the Mining Stocks Index are based on the 
| average of the Thursday closing prices. The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly 
average of daily quotations.

NOTES ON PRICE INDEX NUMBERS 


TH CONSUMER PRICE INDEX The Dominion Bureau of Statistics! Consumer Price 

1949 = 100 Index decreased 0.26 per cent from 116.1 to 115.8 

between November 1 and December 1, The latest 

decline came at the end of a six month period during which the index remained 
almost unchanged, and marked the lowest point reached by the index during 1952, 
Between November 1 and December 1 foods were the only group to register a sub- 
stantial change. The food index decreased from 115.7 to 114.1 following a 
larger than seasonal drop in the price of eggs, and slightly lower prices for 
canned fruits and vegetables, grapefruit, potatoes and pork, Somewhat higher 
prices were quoted for other fresh fruits and vegetables, cheese, butter, and 
some cuts of beef. These price changes were in combination with seasonally 
lower consumption of bananas, fresh tomatoes and pre-cooked meats, and higher 
seasonal consumption of fats, canned pears, and lamb, The clothing index 
declined fractionally from 109.8 to 109.7 as slight decreases in men's and child- 
ren's wear were partially offset by a small advance in the footwear index. 
Within the household operation group lower prices for household textiles, supplies 
and services were overbalanced by increases in the price of anthracite coal and 
the group index increased from 115.9 to 116.1. The index of other commodities 
and services remained unchanged at 116.6, The shelter index advanced from 121.4 
to 122.2 under the influence of a 0.9 per cent increase in the rent component 
and a 0.3 per cent advance in the home-ownership series, 


COST-OF-LIVING INDEX Between November 1 and December 1 the Cost-of-

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES December witnessed a continuation of the almost 
(1935-1939 = 100) steady decline in wholesale prices over the past 


year and one-half, The composite index stood at 
221.2 for December as compared with the 1952 low point of 221.0 for October and 
the 1951 low of 237.7, reached in December of that year, 


Between November and December 1952 the general 
wholesale price index declined from 221.9 to 221.2. Four of the eight major 
component groups contributed to the decline while four moved up. As in previous 
months, commodity losses continued to be concentrated in basic raw and semi- 
manufactured items. 


Fibres, textiles, and textile products registered 
the greatest decline between November and December, the index changing from 244.8 
to 241.4 due to lower prices for binder twine, raw cotton and cotton yarns, In 
vegetable products an index reduction from 204.6 to 202.7 reflected comnodity 
price weakness for potatoes, certain grains, automobile tires and tubes and 
oranges. Slightly lower quotations for newsprint, wood pulp and cedar lumber 
(shingles) were reflected in a drop in the index for wood, wood products and 
paper from 293.4 to 291.2. Chemicals and allied products moved down from 176.4 
to 176.1 due to lower quotations for paint materials and drugs and pharmaceuticals. 
Among groups registering increases were animal products which advanced from 235.4 
to 237.4 reflecting advances in livestock except hogs, meats, and fish. These 
outweighed a sharp drop in eggs. Higher prices for imported coal, both anthracite 
and bituminous, window glass and sand and gravel overbalanced a small decrease

in sulphur to move the index for non-metallic minerals from 173.5 to 174.9. 

Iron and its products changed from 221.2 to 221.4 due to small advances in 
certain specifications of iron and steel pipe and tubing and hardware, For non- 
ferrous metals a group index change of 0.1 points to 167.7 was due to firmness 
for lead and solder which outweighed small declines in gold, silver and tin. 


Canadian farm products prices at terminal markets 
moved down from 222.9 to 222.3 between November and December due to further 
weakness in field products. The index for this series declined from 179.2 to 
176.4 reflecting losses in grains, notably flax and rye, potatoes and raw leaf 
tobacco. Animal products increased from 266.5 to 268.3 in the same interval 
due to increases in livestock and eastern butterfat prices which outweighed 
sharply lower quotations for eggs. 


The index for residential building material prices 
changed from 283.9 to 283.8 between November and December. Group changes were 
small with two exceptions. Roofing materials dropped from 220.0 to 217.0 due 
to lower quotations for western cedar shingles. On the other hand the paint 
and glass series moved up from 190.2 to 195.0 due to higher prices for window 
glass which overbalanced a decline in shellac. 


SECURITY PRICE INDEXES The selectively firmer tone which was in evidence 
(1935-1939 = 100) for common stock prices in November continued 
through December. The composite index for 105 
representative industrial, utility and bank stocks stood at 168.4 for December 
as against 167.3 for November. Compared with a year ago, however, the index has 
shown a drop of 8.9 points, falling from a level of 177.3. 


Industrial stock sub-groups presented a mixed 
appearance in December, the combined index for 82 issues stiffening from 169.2 
to 169.9 due to strength in machinery and equipment issues, pulp and paper, 
oils, building materials and food and allied products. These overbalanced 
losses in milling stocks, textiles and clothing, beverages and industrial 
mines. In the utilities section an index increase from 165.1 to 167.4 reflected 
strength in all three sub-components, viz. transportation issues, telephone 
and telegraph and power and traction. Banks were firmer, advancing from 152.9 
to 155.4. Mining stock prices also were moderately higher in December due to 
increases for both golds and base metals. The composite index for 30 representa- 
tive issues averaged 103.4 for December as against 100.8 for November. When 
compared with the December 1951 level the index has shown no net change, 
Between November and December 1951 the group index for 25 golds advanced from 
71.1 to 73.2 while that for 5 base metals moved from 168.8 to 172.5.

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEXES 
General Wholesale

It is available from the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics for the sum of seventy-five cents. 


Canadian Farm Products 


The wheat prices used in these indexes are prices currently effective 
for Manitoba 1, 2 and 3 Northern at Fort William. Participation payments are in- 
cluded and the series revised whenever such figures are announced. Between August 
1945 and July 1950 the price included in the index for No. 1 Manitoba Northern was 
$1.83 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1950 - July 31, 1951 the price in- 
cluded was $1.85 per bushel. For the crop year August 1, 1951 - July 31, 1952 
the price was $1.83 per bushel. The initial payment for the crop year beginning 
August 1, 1952 was $1.40 per bushel. 


Commencing August 1, 1949, western oats and barley were brought under 
control of the Canadian Wheat Board. Prices used for Canadian farm products since 
that time have been initial payments to farmers. Participation payments are in- 
cluded whenever they are announced. Final payments for the crop year 1951-52 were 
announced in October, 1952. 


RETAIL PRICE INDEXES 


Canada's new Consumer Price Index which has been constructed to re- 
place the Cost-of-Living Index was released October 23rd by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, The new index marks the fifth in a series of Canadian retail price 
indexes; it is the most comprehensive retail price index ever constructed for 
Canada,

While the Consumer Price Index is an entirely new index constructed 
from post-war expenditure patterns, it serves the same purpose as the Cost-of- 
Living Index, That is, it measures the average percentage change in retail prices 
of goods and services bought by a large and representative group of Canadian urban 
families. The change in title has been made to clarify the fact that the index is 
a measure of price change and is not affected by changes in standards of living. 


In a special report entitled "The Consumer Price Index, January 1949 - 
August 1952",*the Bureau published an explanation of the construction of the new 
index and a record of its movements from January 1949 to August 1952, This report 
contains detailed information on such aspects of the new index as purpose, family 
coverage, base period, and details of items included as well as their relative 
importance. It also gives the formula used in calculating the index, outlines 
methods of price collection and explains special features of the new index, such 
as the methods of incorporating seasonal variations in food consumption, and changes 
in the price element of home-ownership costs. 


Nineteen forty-nine has been selected as a reference level or base 
period for the Consumer Price Index for a variety of reasons. It is the most 
satisfactory post-war reference year, not only for price index comparisons, but 
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also for other economic indicators. In addition, prices during 1949 were relatively 
stable. Dating from the termination of World War II there has been a steady shift of 
interest from pre-war to post-war comparisons in all fields of economic activity. 
Conditions have changed greatly since 1935-1939 and concern with things as they 
existed at that time has steadily declined. These circumstances are similar to those 
which led to the abandonment of 1900, 1913, and 1926 as base periods. 


The new index is based on goods and services reported purchased during 
the year ending August 31, 1948 by 1,517 families, representing all Canadian families 
with the following characteristics: (a) living in 27 Canadian cities with over 30,000 
population; (b) ranging in size from two adults to two adults with four children; 

(c) with annual incomes during the survey year ranging from $1,650 to $4,050. 


To measure the influence of price change on the cost of goods and ser- 
vices purchased by such families, the Consumer Price Index contains 225 items, nearly 
40 per cent more than the Cost-of-Living Index, Additional items have been deter- 
mined by a purely objective approach to the problem of measuring price movements of 
goods and services purchased by families of the type described above. Thus, no 
attempt has been made to differentiate between "luxuries" and "necessities". This 
has led to the inclusion of additional items such as margarine, cake mix, chicken, 
lettuce, chocolate bars, fur coats, children's clothing, fuel oil, electric iron, 
lawnmower, household help, phonograph records, and carbonated and alcoholic drinks, 
Included in the Cost-of-Living Index but not given specific representation in the 
Consumer Price Index are such items as rice, dried beans, prunes, rayon hosiery, 
coke, wool flannel, oilcloth, and cigars. These items have been omitted because, 
on average, families did not report purchasing them in significant amounts. 


City Indexes: Indexes for the nine regional cities will continue to 
be calculated for the next few months on their current bases and weights, viz. 
August 1939 = 100 for all except St. John's, Newfoundland, which is on the base 
June 1951 = 100. 


Price Index Numbers of Commodities and Services Used by Farmers 


The Index of Commodities and Services used by Farmers is designed to 
measure the change in retail prices of farm operating costs and farm living costs, 
It is calculated thrice yearly, viz. - January, April and August and is on the base 
1935-39 = 100. For an explanation of methods of construction and an historical 
record please refer to "Price Index Numbers of Commodities and Services Used By 
Farmers 1913 to 1948 (Revised 1948)". A special bulletin giving total and group 
index detail is released subsequent to each pricing date. 


SECURITY PRICE INDEXES 


Price index numbers of industrial, utility, bank and mining common 
stocks, and preferred stocks are calculated from Montreal and Toronto exchange 
quotations. The indexes are designed to reflect weekly and monthly changes, of 
interest to the investor, rather than day-to-day changes of more speculative interest. 
Individual stock prices are weighted by the number of the shares outstanding in 
January of each year. The list is reviewed completely in January of each year, when 
new series are introduced and series of declining importance are discontinued, The 
Investors! Index of 105 Common Stocks and the Mining Stocks Index are based on the 
average of the Thursday closing prices. The Preferred Stock Index is a monthly 
average of daily quotations.
